ECCO Manor Slated 
For March Occupancy 


James = -N. Cooper, 
President, ECCO Develop- 
ment Corporation, has an- 
nounced that another phase 
in “eliminating the housing 
blight in the Columbus “in- 
ner-city" would be completed 
and ready for occupancy in 
March. 

“ECCO Manor Town- 
houses, located bet- 
ween. Carpenter..St, and Ohio 
Ave. on E. Rich St,, is about 
75 per cent completed," 
Cooper said, ‘and we are 
now ready to begin accepting 
applications for occupancy.” 

ECCO Manor, which is 
federally subsidized under 
low income provisions, will 
have 18 units. Cooper~ said 
four would be rented and the 
remaining 14 would be sold. 
The project will be underwrit- 
ten by FHA and a Columbus 
mortgage Company. 

All units will have three 
bedrooms, patio-type 
backyard, and will be brick 
and stucco exterior, Each 
unit will be furnished with a 
refrigerator, stove, and gar- 


bage disposal. 

Cooper, who helped 
pioneer the idea of 
developing low income 


housing within the Columbus 
inner-city area, said unit’ 
rents would be $115 per 
month, and all rents and 
payments would then be sub- 
sidized in accordance with 
the occupant’s monthly in- 
come. He added: 

“We have already 
established a ‘track record’ in 
the low income housing area, 
which has also provided a 


big boost to the area's 
economic development. 

“ECCO Community 
Builders, which is construc- 
ting ECCO Manor, has em- 
ployed the services of 14 
minority’ contractors ‘in’ this 
project. This provides them 
with an opportunity that has 
to some extent been denied 
thém before to establish a 
reputation for themselves. 

“ECCO has seen to it that 
they now have this oppor- 
tunity, and we have also 
gone one step further--by 
providing these same con- 
tractors with a continuous 
flow of trainees through the 
ECCO Rehab and Vocational 
Training Program. 

“This program provides ap- 
prenticeship training to 
young workers who desire to 
obtain both classroom and 
on-the job-training toward 
earning journeyman status in 
skilled trades areas. 

“People cannot be things 
of the moment,” Cooper con- 
cluded. 

“They must be of the 
present as well as of the 
future. This is why ECCO has 
developed this. three-pronged 
approach to help solve the 
housing blight in our area, 


provide minority contractors 
with opportunities and to 
train young workers in skilled 
trades.” 

Cooper said anyone in-

Each of the four can- 
didates named ‘have the 
know-how-and—each has 
been a leader and an in- 
Spiration for his teammates. 

Let's get back to 
qualifications. 

A manager must first know 
how to get along with his 
players. He must know when 
to say “no” and mean it. He 
cannot hesitate or the players 
will cease to respect him. 

He must learn tocorrect his 
players in private and not to 
embarrass them before other 
members of the squad. 

He must know his men and 
how they think and perform. 
He must work them, not as a 
dictator, but as a leader, He 
won't have to demand 
respect.

There will be times when a 
player or players.will rebel in- 
wardly, and the time to put an 
end to it is at once before it 
comes to a head.

NEW YORK '— Roy Wilkins 
maintains that the opposition 
to full equality for black 
Américans “is stronger and 
mare sophisticated than_in 
the old days of flat’ refusals 
for jobs. housing and 
education 

Addressing the annual 
meeting of the National 
Association for the Advan- 
cement of Colored People 
here, Jan. 10, the executive 
director charged that the 
government's mood '“is more 
obdurate.”” More leeway, he 
said. is “given to prejudiced 
subordinates and more 
booby-traps buried in 
technical language.” 

But despite these 
frustrations. Mr. Wilkins said 
that the NAACP stoutly main- 
tained “its original commit- 
ment to legal, legislative and 
other—actions within the 
framework of our con- 
Stitutional system. It also 
“continued its intensified 
program for equal oppor- 
tunities for minorities in the 
inner cities,” he said, 

He noted that a question 
that reappeared during the 

—yearwas:-"What- formula. has 
been used by the NAACP to 
enable it to continue in its 
civil rights. work for more 
than 60 years?” 

The answer, he said, was 
the dedicated people, both 
members and non-members, 
-of the NAACP 

Mr. Wilkins cited the 
marked successes of the 
NAACP’s urban progtam. 
Last year, he noted, the ur- 
ban program .department 
opened day care centers in 
the Bronx, N.Y., Newark. N.J., 
and Mofgan Gity. La. A 
highly successful day care 
center was opened the 
previous year in Jamaica, 
N.Y. 

Furthermore, two more 
centers, will be opened the 
end of this month in 
Cheynne. Wyoming, and Far 


Rockaway, N.Y. Thesé cen- 
tes are operated-by NAACP 
branches and-financed with 
Federal funds under the 1967 
Social Security Act Amend- 
ments. 

Other programs in voter 
education, housing, 
education and employment 
were also pressed by urban 
directors in. Louisville, Ky., 
Houston, Tex., Chicago. III, 
and Newark 

Mr. Wilkins reported that 
the Housing Department 
helped branches to sponsor 
housing valued at $27 million 
for 763 low-income families. 
Also. the National Afro- 
American Builders Project, 
which the NAACP organized 
four years ago. helped to 
secure $700 million in surety 
bonds for Negro construction 
companies 

The Youth and College 
Division “conducted a suc: 
cessful nationwide cam- 
paign" to register 18-year-old 
voters. Mr. Wilkins reported 
Nearly 200,000 newly enfran- 
chised youths under age 21 
were registered. Also, the 
youth division began sickle 
cell. anemia. prison-retorm 
and ghetto feeding programs 

Significantly. the NAACP 
scored a legal victory in 
Detroit that could be mat- 
ched._in-historical_import only 
by the 1954 Supreme Court 
school - desegregation 
decision, hé said. Federal 
District Court Judge Stephen 
J. Roth “destroyed the myth 
that school segregation in 
the North is not the result of 
governmental policy," Said 
the Judge in his notable 
decision: “Governmental ac- 
tions and- inaction at all 
levels, Federal, state and 
local, have combined, with 
those of private

Mr. Wilkins scored “the 
present national leadership” 
for its failure to end chronic

said. “But the extraordinarily 
high black unemployment 
rate is a fact that few Negro 
citizens Can ignore.” 


A major case against job 
discrimination now involyes a 
suit against the Lockheed 
Company if Marietta, Ga., 
Mr. Wilkins continued, He ex- 
plained that the NAACP is 
attacking the exclusion of

“The governors asked me 
to review the impact of the 
new regulations on the 
people in their states,” 
Secretary Butz said, “! have 


determined that the changes * 


being ordered are necessary 
to prevent any hardship to 
food stamp participants.” 
These new regulations are 
necessary to implement basic 
reforms in the food stamp 
Program, supported by the 
Administration. and. enacted. 
by the Congress in January 


1971. These aeons Dring the 
food stamp program into 
closer conformity with the 
Administration's overall in- 
come strategy and increase 
benefits to the neediest par- 
ticipants by 

~ .eStablishing uniform 
National eligibility standards, 

~ ensuring an allotment 
for every family sufficient to 
purchase a nutritionally 
adequate diet at a cost no 
more than 30 per cent of 
recipient's income and free 
to-those with the least -in- 
come, 

~ requiring employable 
recipients to register for 
work 

“t have ordered the Food 
and Nutrition Service -- the 
agency which administers 
the food stamp program -- to 
modify the regulations so 
that the benefits available to 
each household are as high 
or-higher than they were un-

ATLANTA, Georgia -- The 
Southern Christian Leader- 
ship. Conference (SCLC) an- 
nounced the re-activation of 
its-Chicago Chapter, with 
plans to move .forward with 
the organization's programs 
in that city, 

Under new leadership, the 
Chapter held its first mass 
meeting on Sunday, January 
23, at Mt. Pisgah Baptist 
Church +h Chicago, with Dr. 
Ralph David Abernathy, 
SCLC President, as the main 
speaker. Other speakers will 
include several SCLC nation- 
al board members and Rev 
C.T. Vivian, newly appointed 
Executive Director of the 
Chapter. 

Rev. Vivian, a former 
Executive Staff member of 
the organization and a 
veteran of many civil rights 
struggles in the South and 
North, was appointed at a 
meeting in Chicago last 
Friday. At the same time, Rev 
John. Thurston, a national 
board member from Chicago, 
was named chairman of a 
committee of 25 persons ap- 
pointed to nominate new of- 
ficers and board members of 
the local Chapter. The 


‘meeting was attended by Dr. 
Abernathy, national Board 
Chairman Or J.E, Lowery 
and other board members, 
and a cross-section of 
Chicago religious, civic, 
business and youth leaders. 

SCLC brought its programs 
to Chicago in 1966 under the 
late Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Jr, These programs, which 
DOr.

Awards Well Deserved 


When the Columbus Area Cham- 
ber of Commerce selected Charles 
Y. Lazarus and William S. Guthrie for 
its distinguished 1972 Award at its 
annual meeting last week, they paid 
recognition to two of the city’s most 
dedicated civic leaders whose im- 
pact has had a tremendous effect in 
the inner city for the past several 
years. 

Mr. Lazarus, as chairman of the 
board of F & R Lazarus and Co. and 
vice president of Federated Dept. 
Stores, was instrumental in the for- 
mation of the Columbus Pian For 
Progress (now an arm of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce), and served as the 
first metro area .chairman for the 
Columbus affiliate to National 
Alliance of Businessmen (NAB). 

in serving in these capacities, he 
waged an intensive personal cam- 
paign to influence the business com- 
munity leadership to seek an under- 
Standing of urban problems faced by 
cities; how they affected business 
and how and why business leader- 
ship should initiate and implement 
solutions to the problems. 

Mr. Guthrie, president of the board 
of Buckeye Federal Savings & Loan 
Association, has been the driving 
force behind a training program 
which resulted in dozens of black 


youths gaining employment at local 
banks and lending agencies 
throughout the city. 

Recognizing the lack of adequate 
lending and banking service in the 
predominantly black Eastside, 
Guthrie opened a branch office com- 
pletely staffed and managed by 
black personnel, It was through this 
venture that he provided training for 
numerous black boys and girls 
drawn from various high schools. 

't was also through capital gains 
of this branch office, that the Whit- 
ney M, Young Jr. housing complex, 
now under construction, was finan- 
ced. As a.result of a $1-million loan 
by Guthrie's association, the Whitney 
Young Jr. Manor, established in the 
memory of the late National Urban 
League executive secretary, is well 
on the way and is scheduled for 
compietion this summer. 

The CALL & POST, in recognition 
of the important contributions of 
these two outstanding civic leaders, 
salutes the Columbus Area Chamber 
of Commerce for the distinguished 
honor it bestowed upon Messrs. 
Lazarus - Guthrie for having given so 
much of their time, skill and 
dedication for the improvement of 
the community and the city at-large.

With a long string of Democrats fier-

Just what are the chances of the 
average citizen getting a fair shake if he 
is burglarized, beaten and robbed?

missing. He promptly reported this to 
police-and was told no one could come 
out, that they had done all they could do 
and that for him to make a list of the new 
evidence and give it to a detective when 
he was to come out in three or four days. 

This left this American taxpayer pretty 
disturbed because he suddenly began to 
get the idea that nothing was going to be 
done. That your tax dollar is going to 
assure your protection from foreign in- 
vaders or communist infilitration, but that 
burglar. down the streets right in your 
own neighborhood, well now, his tax 
paid salaried police department can't do 
very much about that, because you see 
there are so many of those things until 
it's just common knowledge to expect so 
much of it.

It has so 
much to offer. We have a basement 
which we did not have at Cedar, and 


when the weather is bad, the kids go ° 


downstairs. 

“If the government did not have this 
program, | am sure we would still be in 
the Cedar project today. 

“Living in a project is fine to a peint, 
but | don't think so many families should 
be jammed together in one small area.” 

All of the arguments against scattered- 
site housing are largely from those who 
do not, of have not lived in public 
housing apartments. 

| am sure that the opposition to scat- 
ter-site housing is more racial than 
anything else. If these neighborhoods 
where the protest are the loudest, could 
be assured that only whites would occu- 
py these houses, the opposition would 
quickly fade away: 

The letter | cited at the beginning of 
this column, is pure common sense 
speaking. This, then, should be the only 
basis of dealing with this problem. 

Another very common sense factor. in 
this controversy, is the fact that these 
new scatter-site houses are design 
be eventually sold to the occupants, 

Home ownership is the basis of our 
society. One of the big complaints here- 
tofore made, has been that taking off the 
tax duplicate large acreage for public 
housing, places on the taxpaying proper- 
ty owners, an undue burden, 

Therefore, anything that can be done 
to take families out of non-taxable public 


- housing and place them in tax-paying 


property, should be wetcomed and sup- 
ported by everyone, especially property 
owners. 

| guess race prejudice is just too well 
ingrained into our social fabric for its 
Pproponnents to take a common sense 
approach to the problems racism 
creates, or the injustice it heaps on inno- 
cent people. 

Politicians who are using opposition to 
scatter-site housing as a means of popu- 
larizing themselves, are doing a great 
disservice to our vaunted liberalism. 

Segregated housing is the. foundation 
of segregated public schools. The whole 
busing problem is but an effort, feeble as 
it is, to try to correct at the public school 
level, the segregated living pattern ex- 


clusive residential living has fostered on 
ail of our cities. 

Most oie designed kx 
families with children. Apartment 
cubicles are the least desired for rearing 
growing children, 

Likewise, many of the people who can 
qualify for public housing, are families 
who, by previous living patterns, are the 
most poorly prepared to live in the kind 
of close proximity that-obtains-in- apart: 
ment living. ‘ 

Because of these kind of problems, a 
number of high rise public housing 
apartments have either had to be junked, 
as happened in St. Louis, or transferred 
to golden age housing, as happened in 
Columbus, 

+ have always been opposed to apart- 
ment style housing for underpriviledged 
families. The abuses that abounds in 
most of these public projects, are due 
more to. the stacking up of these people 
than to any other cause. 

Eugene |. Selker, president of the 
PATH Association in Cleveland, in a 
racent speech on the scatter-site prob- 
lem, said: “Our community desperately 
needs an awareness that the problem of 
housing the poor and the agéd of alt 
faces and classes can no. longer.be 
‘swept under the rug,’ of political expedi- 
ency and relegated:to.the inner city. Real 
change--meaningful change-- will best 
come through enlightened political 
leadership and from concerned en- 
lightened citizens.” 

Cleveland is fortunate in having an or- 
ganization like PATH that has the inde- 
pendence to be free to take positions on 
public questions without fear of reprisals 
from bigoted politicians. 

While Cleveland is not alone in having 
to deal with this serious housing prob- 
fem, nevertheless, this does not excuse 
Cleveland from dealing with this problem 
forthrightly. 

Unfortunately, the housing issue has 
already gotten enmeshed in City Council 
politics; with: the city being divided-on 
the basis of eastside with unrestricted 
housing and, westside with segregated 
housing. 

This condition is a big factor in the 
growing polarization that has now almost 
enveloped this whole community. This 
issue was a big factor in the last mayoral 
election. It is still a red hot divisive issue 
that, unless we can apply common sense 
approaches to, can have disastrous 
results in the future. Cleveland has 
proven on other occasions that it has the 
guts and courage to face serious prob- ° 
lems, let's hope our concerned citizens 
can again measure up to another chal- 
lenge.

Black Economic Development 


This column has advocated, for so 
Jong, the theory that most of the 
Problems encountered by black people 
in this country could be solved by a 
liberal infusion of money. Admittedly as a 
cure-all, this theory has some obvious 
loopholes in a profit-motive economy stilt 
Plagued by an overdose of white racism. 

But | still insist that black. people 
should be far more interested in jobs 
than in invitations to join a yacht club, or 
the dubious privilege of having tea on a 
social equality basis with Mrs. Astor, the 
name being purely symbolic. 

With all of his proclivity for the 
“benign neglect” technique in handling 
America’s biack problem, and the resent- 
ments.and. frustrations that are its end 
products, President Nixon and his ad- 
visers have seized upon the idea that 
they can do most for black people by 
creating and encouraging black en- 
trepreneurs--that's a fancy word for little 
black businesses. 

Perish the thought that the Nixon ad- 
ministration wants to create some new 
black millionaires, Sven though the chan- 
ces are excellent that once in this class, 
the new more corpulent and affluent 
brothers would wind up as ardent sup- 
porters of the Republican Party. 

It Simply makes sense that every job 
created by the creation of hundreds of 
small businesses operating with some 
degree of success (in America this 
means at a profit) will decrease black 
unemployment and lop some brothers 
and sisters off the welfare rolls. 

And because you may suspect that the 
whole thing is just conversation, it might 
be well to take a look at least one ap- 
plication of the theory in the Greater 
Cleveland area, as it is being handled 
under the watchful eye of the Greater 
Cleveland Growth Corporation, through 
its Economic Development Corporation. 

The Growth Corporation is a non-profit 
community improvement corporation, 
designated as a development agent for 
both the City of Cleveland and Cuyahoga 
County. Its directors include represen- 
tatives from the City of Cleveland, the 
County, and from the majority and 
minority Qusiness Communities. 

Primary function is to provide financial 
and management assistance to minority 
businesses. Under the Stokes Ad- 
ministration this role was given a real 
transfusion by the allocation of a half- 
million dollars in Cleveland NOW funds 
largely-contributed by the business com- 
munity. These funds were to be used to 
make direct loans to, or guarantee. the 
loans made by commercialbanks to 
minority businessmen. 

Since then, the corporation has 
received administrative aid primarily from 
the Economic Oevelopment Ad- 


ministration, U.S. Department of Com- 
merce, with some additional funds being 
Provided by the Harvard Business School 
Alumni of Cleveland, and smali private 
contributions. The EDA grant was made 
to the City of Cleveland, and the Growth 
Corporation. selected—to—administer—the 
grant. 

Requests for loans guarantees fell into 
three categories; establishing a new 
business, expansion of an existing 
business, and purchase of and’ existing 
business. Requests are also receiyed-- 
and answered-for management aid and 
counseling without financial aid. The 
counseling is provided through a large 
volunteers corps that assists in helping 
to prepare the loan packages, and 
Provides continuing business advice al- 
ter the loan has been made, 

The proof of any pudding, of course, is. 
in the tasting. and while the Cleveland 
effort is but a drop in the bucket in refer- 
nce to the national dilemma, its spin-otf 
is not to be sneezed at. For example: 

Operations that began in 1968, saw 13 
loans arranged for ten businesses for a 
total of $340,000. During 1969, the Cor- 
poration helped secure 82 loans totaling 
$2,130, 316 for 75 businesses in the 
Cleveland area, almost all of.which were 
black-owned, and during 1970 the Cor- 
poration helped secure another 55 loans 
totaling $1,474,721 for 40 businesses 
Management aid has been provided for 
16 other businesses in 1969 which did 
not require loans, and another 11 
businesses in 1970 for a total of 152 net 
businesses. 

The Corporation is currently making 
ready its third annual Business Oppor- 
tunities Exposition,’ designed to tielp 
Cleveland’s Small businessmen find their 
share of private and governmental 
markets. Some 1200 small businessmen 
attended the Expo in 1970 in the Ex- 
Position Hall downtown, at which 61 
Private firms and 29 government agen- 
cles. and.other agencies participated as 
exhibitors, all displaying products that 
they would gladty purchase from black 
companies who could either manutfac- 
ture them, or provide required services. 

All of which is not earth-shattering, but 
4 rational and potentially etfective means 
of changing the pitiful statistics that 
shoe minority-owned businesses in this 
country producing less than one percent 
A total business receipts in the 
U.S.A. .

In most companies, even among 
those with good equal Opportunity em- 
ployment programs there's usually one 
executive group -an-white -- the 
Board of Dirgos I 

Increasingly, these days, announ- 
cement of the appointment of a black to 
the board of a major corporation finds its 
way into the business pages of the 
paper. But far Jess than ten percent of 
the Fortune 500 -- the giants of 
American corporate power — have direc- 
tors who are black. The foous has rightly. 
been on opening upjobs for the masses 
of black workers and on grooming black 
graduates for executive positions, but it 
is becoming increasingly clear that black 
people must also be represented on the 
highest decision-making corporate 
boards. 

Such a policy is good for business, 
it's good for black people and it's essen- 
tial for democracy, 

it's good for business because the 
complexity of the chatfemyes Tacing large 
corporations can no longer be met by a 
leadership group whose background and 
experience are confined to a very narrow 
Strata of the society, Companies need 
black directors who can bring not only 
expertise in their chosen fields — law, 
education, economics, etc., - but also a 
humanism and a knowledge and concern 
about issues that ultimately will deter- 
mine whether a Company can adopt to 
the new needs, new constituencies, and 
new challenges of the changing society 
in which it does business. 

Even the most successful black man 
or woman has been shaped by experien- 
ces and hardships rarely shared by white 
people, and so he can bring to the 
decision-making process a perspective 
and maturity that's rare to find on many 
of today's corporate boards. The black 
director functions not as a representative 
of all black people, but as an individual 
uniquely capable of dealing with. the 
issues facing a company. Like other 
directors he knows-from his own busi- 
ness and professional experience that a 
corporation exists to make a profit for its 
shareholders, and he is as concerned 
with the health and well-being of his 
company as his fellow directors

if the goal of a People is to live, 
prosper, learn, grow healthy, rear 
families~and-carve an equitable niche 
both for posterity and future ‘generations 
in this country then that goal is worthy of 
respect and consistent with goals of 
other people in similar situations. How 
does a race of people in a country begin 
to accomplish an objective which 
basically does not have the full cop- 
peration or sincere good wishes of those 
in a position to help? The persons 
having the ability to affect or determine 
the degree of change are mostly in- 
terested in maintaining the gap while 
allowing some small progress to be 
made. 

A good starting point would-be to

To become competitive in 
these areas is quite an undertaking 
frequently requiring large initial Outlays 
of capital. The housing industry waxes 
and wanes with good years and poor or 
mediocre years regardless of the con- 
dition of general business. Today the 
housing industry probably offers the best 
and easiest opportunity to function as a 
businessman several layers behind the 
finished product.

ness considerations, but also a crossec-

terests. with which it must deal. 

The day of the corporate board as a 
haven for insiders and country-club-like 
re yoga is over. The hard realities of 
the day demand.that boards be capable 
of guiding corporations through the 
rocky shoals of issues that go far beyond 
the former limits of corporate Policy. Just 
about évery §najor corporation has met 
with dissent from stockholders wanting 
to know how their company is dealing 
with issues of equality, the environment 
and social responsibility, as well as 
Profits. It's a brave executive willing to 
face such questions backed by an 
unrepresentative board that still relfects 
only the issues and interests of the past. 

Companies faced by the problems of 
rectifying past discrimination have a 
special responsibility to desegregate 
their boards, The shortage of blacks in 
middie and upper management levels is 
a direct result of their exclusion trom 
Such posts in the past. Many companies 
meet this problem with accelerated 
executive development programs that 
groom blacks for executive positions. 
But this process takes years. Unless 
such companies elect blacks to their 
Boards of Directors, they'll be faced with 
the certain knowledge that all major 
decisions in the company, including 
those that affect black workers and con- 
sumers, will be made exclusively by 
white people for sometime to come. 

In spite of relentiess discrimination, 
black people have developed institutions 
and competent business and 
Professional men and women who now 
form a huge pool from which mainstream 
institutions can draw recruits for their 
decision-making .boards. Corporate 
America ought to know- that black—in= 
sistence upon a plece of the action.and a 
fair share of the. power extends to the 
boardroom as much as to the lunch 
counter or the classroom. it's a-claim 
that should get a positive response, 
because it's a crucial test of whether this 
system. works for all — or for just the 
favored few. 


situation today in that ways must be 
found to finance and supply our own 
communities in-order-to develop” an 
economic capability. The difficult part is 
to determine. how this can be.accom- 
plished in a society which’ can already 
supply these needs for goods and 
services but which exacts a terribly high 
Premium and toll for our use and pur- 
chase of them. Our pruchases daily make 
economic independence for us more dif- 
ficult and the continuance of- their 
dominance more certain. 

Other questions to be answered: and 
problems to be solved include the 
following: Is it possible for small family 
type business structures and operations 
to gain a significant foothold in any 
given industry? Today the answer is 
usually no,-because suct limited capitat, 
limited volume operations cannot 
compete with the million dollar cor- 
porations,.Successful new business ven- 
tures which get off first base are usually 
well capitalized, well staffed, with strong 
operating and advertising budgets. Prior 
tothe operating and capitalization 
Stages, determinations have been made 
to show the prospective business ven- 
ture to be econimically feasible with a 
good earnings potential at the proposed 
site, all things considered. 

Black business experience,has not 
been what it should have been because 
the foregoing steps were usually ignored 
for many’ reasons, Lack of adequate 
Start-up capital being one of the big 
reasons for initial failures. Other 
negative factors include an inability to 
effectively compete for the business 
desired. High unit, cost material or ser- 
vice cost makes it impossible to provide 
the necessary incentives to develop 
repeat business. 

Business is a risky thing under or- 
dinary circumstances but when to this 
the cost and risk of doing business in an 
inner city neighborhood is tabulated it 
becomes clear that the road ahead for 
. the black businessman is fraught with 
‘many perils. Since the services offered 
are beneficial to the residents it might 
well be advantageous for the Cleveland 
Business League to sponsor a public 
‘ meeting in order to begin disseminating 
to the people the kind of cooperation 
needed in order to provide the needed 

services and products.

Let Us try to urge our elected black of- 
ficials to form some kind of caucus or 
group to assist them both politically and 
technically to become effective 
legislators and decision-makers. We 
must establish @ group or “black 
cabinet" type of organization made up of 
leaders, directors or organizations which 
are dealing dally with the problems and 
conditions of the black community 

| am_specitically referring to Or; John 
Rosemond and James Roseboro as city 
councilman, and Mrs, Marie Castleman 
and Dr. David Hamiar as members of the 
Golumbus Schoot Board of Education 

| am suggesting very strongly that our 
elected officials form a group made up of 
Tom Dillard, executive director of the 
Model Neighborhood Assembly; Robert 
L. Brown, executive director of the 
Columbus Urban League; James Cooper 
of ECCO; Curtis Brooks, executive direc- 


| tor of CMACAO; Ray Ball of the NAACP: 


Leza Gooden, director of the Franklin 
County Welfare Dept.. and other 
representatives from the black church 
and newspapers. These persons would 
Serve as 4 black cabinet and function as 
an advisory group of the black elected 
officials on matters pertaining to the con- 
ditions and problems of the black com- 
munity. 

This particular group touches upon 
every aspect of life under conditions of 
urban living. This group could provide 
the necessary technical assistance and 
knowledge" required. by legislators who. 
must make decisions coficerning health, 
employment, education, etc. This group 
has available the expertise to assist our 
black legislators to draft and submit bills 
and programs affecting urban life. 

Furthermore, the organizations that 
this group represents needs the support 
and protection of our political leaders in 
order to strengthen their effectiveness 
and position in the community. They 
have become major institutions which 
must survive in order to survive the major 
Problems of the black community and 
the entire community, for that matter 

The black elected officials should in- 
vite these representatives to a meeting 


and propose such a cabinet. They should 
take the initiative and’ not wait for any of 
these representatives to make the first 
move. 

't should be made clear thal none of 
these representatives has come to me 
and asked me to write this article; | am 
hot acting in any way on behalf of 
anyone of them in some sort of previous 
secrel_ meeting. | have had no secret 
meeting with any of them 

| have been discussing this question 
and idea with people mostly outside of 
these agencies,-who see the need tor 
such @ group, They feel that the black 
community would have some sense of 
direction and would be symbolic of the 
unity needed in the black community; 
they are of the ‘opinion that such a 
cabinet group would provide some kind 
of security about the future inasmuch as 
it would be a form of a coalition of the 
resources we now have to forge even 
greater resources which we do not have 
at this moment. 

Our elected officials can hélp.our 
agencies, listed in this-article, to extend 
their influence to all levels of city gover- 
nment and city life. Their spheres of in- 
fluence must go beyond what has been 
circumscribed by- other agencies and 
groups and the typical ‘territory’ 
ascribed to them: the so-called ghetto. 

These agencies which have been 
given primarily the assignment of 
working in the, so-called ghetto, must 
al80 @xtend their influence and work in 
city planning, downtown planning, 
regional planning and in all aspects of 
urban life 

It is my opinion ‘that a black cabinet, 
made up of black elected officials and 
representatives from the agencies and 
institutions which are mentioned in this 
article, would provide the leverage’ for 
extending the influence of the black 
community to all parts of urban life 

We must challenge our elected of- 
ticials to respond to this recommen- 
dation of forming a group or a.cabinet 
Where do they stand? It's about time we 
knew,

Double Justice In Dixie 


Well, it is startling and astounding, but 
the dear old Southland has come up with 
@ new form of lynching black men guilty 
or not, but accused of rape of white 
women 

| say it this way, for as one black 
Prisoner in a Georgia prison death row 
put it, white men rape black women all 
the time but they don't even go before 
the justice of peace on a charge of mis- 
demeanor, but let a black man be ac- 
cused of attack on a white woman they 
used to string him up immediately and 
thé action was branded as lynching--but 
it is now the same old hash warmed 
over—put-him-in- the electric chair for it 

Just think, there are 376 black men in 
Georgia prison tacing the chair and only 
78 white men. Many of those 376 black 
men face the chair on rape charges of 
white women, Florida is a little nicer— 
only 60 black men are in death row with 
18 whites, - 

| can't quote figures on other southern 
States, but the figures would be high for 
dear old Mississippi, Alabama and 
Louisiana. 

The suggested crimes drawing the 
death penalty for blacks are heavy on the 
charge of rape of white women and it 
looks suspiciously like another form of 
lymching to me. Now, if all the blacks 
awaiting death were murderers, well, | 
couldn't. squawk, but for rape of white 
women when no white man sit there for 
rape of black women, ain't it the old 
South that went “with the wind” right 
back? : 

4 -do not believe in capital-punishment 
because | still do not believe that men or 
People, society, collectively have a right 
to do what is wholeheartedly denied an 
individual, take another's fife. | do not 
believe anyone nas 4 right to take from a 
being what nature has given him, his life 

But men do run over rights and even 
we, who don't believe in capital punish- 
ment, get a pretty nasty, strong feeling 
about a wrongdoer victimizing us. We 
might even get a feeling to kill one who 
has raped a wife, a daughter or a mother, 


The southern whites can be under- 
stood in their feeling about their women 
But the story isn't that way too much of 
the time. 

The real story is that many of those so- 
called raped southern white gals had 
been using black men for their voluptu- 
ous pleasures and, upon tiring of one, to 
seek another or deciding to settle down 
into matrimonial decency, would arrange 
& rape scene so the black boy friend, to 
be cast aside, could be caught in the act 
and strung up, or strapped in the chair 

Yep, the whole matter has too many 
angles of the old lynching sprees. You 
866, they just haven't jailed white men for 
attacking black women down there and 
put them in death row . 

Now a few years ago Columbus did 
something drastic about some whife 
boys who misused a black girl and dum- 
ped her out on the road to die. But that 
happened in Ohio, way up north here 

This matter of death row in the south 
becomes important because the 
Supreme Court is now balancing the 
Eighth Amendment of the U.S. Constitu- 
tion against the 14th to approve or disap- 
Prove of capital punishment 

The nation no longer has that Warren 
Court which leaned towards reestablish- 
ing human citizen rights and protecting 
people from the virtual police state. The 
present court leans over towards the 
conservative side which idolizes the law 
Sometimes blindly at the expense of the 
human being. 

If the court decides’ in favor of capital 
punishment wil there be enough elec- 
tncity in the south to put to death all 
those blacks in death row? It can be

On November 15, 1971, | made my own 
pilgrimage to Fort Hood, Texas. 

Fort Hood was a-particularly in- 
teresting assignment for me because of 
the volume of mail | had-received trom 
black servicemen assigned there. From 
their accounts, | knew before | arrived in 
Killeen, Texas that problems exist there. 

Because of protocol | had to meet with 
the post Commander, Lt. General Seneft, 
before undertaking my investigation,

was impressed by the General's 
knowledge of the problems on his post 
and his determination to institute 
solutions. | learned that he tours the post 
in a jeep at irregular hours to perform his 
own investigations, He has established a 
hot line by which men can reach him at 
any hour to voice their problems, 

Upon my arrival, | had learned that the 
base was of riot alert in reaction to my 
visit. While Army officials worried 
needlessly about the threat of a distur- 
bance, | proceeded to hold my own quiet 
but informative session with 100. black, 
white and Puerto Rican servicemen, The 
press was excluded at the request of the 
young men. 

The servicemen contirmed a tact 
which has been recognized by the 
Defense Department itself. Punishment is 
meted out differently in the military 
depending upon whether the offender is 
black or white, For example, | learned 
that a black soldier had been punished 
for missing KP duty while a white soldier 
who also ignored his assignment was not 
reprimanded. One young man cited his 
clean record of two years prior to assign- 
ment to Fort Hood; under one particular 
officer, he had since received six Article 
15's and two Courts Martial, 

One young man received an Article 15, 
fourteen days of restriction, and fourteen 
days of hard labor for wearing a black 
arm band, 

| learned from an Army attorney of the 
Mustim faith that no provisions had been 
made for Muslim religious services 
or non-pork food. He ajso testifed that 
Muslims had been asked to stop 
distributing literature about the religion, 

The white young men who attended 
the meeting were angry because they 
had been singled out for having black 
friends. | noted that white servicemen 
were permitted to grow their-hair while 
black men were required to have 
frequent haircuts. 

Civilian employees atténded the 
session and related several instances of 
discrimination. An equal opportunity of- 
ficer present promised a thorough in- 
vestigation.

_ ANSWER: Yes, because your tips are 
more than $20 a month. The law requires 
you {to give your employer a report in 
writing by the 10th of each month on the 
tips you received the previous month 
Your employer then reports these tips 
and sends your social security contribu- 
tions to IRS. Your tips for this month 
must be reported by February 10th. 

f your“tips were less than $20 a 
month, you would not-have to report 
them. a 

QUESTION: | never worked under 
social security but | get monthly social 
security checks as a widow. Will! be en- 
litled to Medicare when | am 657 

ANSWER: Yes. You are eligible tor 
Medicare ai 65, Anyone who is entitled to 
social security retirement checks at 65 is 
also eligible for Medicare 

QUESTION: My neighbor, who lost 
both legs last year, gets monthly social 
security disability benefite. He can't 
wear artificial legs, but he would like to 
learn @ trade where he can work sitting 
down. His friends tell him, though, that 
he'll lose hie social security benefits if 
he gets a job. Is this correct? 

ANSWER: Not exactly. The Social 
Security Law provides a trial work period 
without loss of benefits for some 
disabled persons like your neighbor 
This is an incentive to help them return 
to work. If your neighbor does start to 
work and continues to work, his benefits 
may. be continued for up to 1 year

An Impressive Record 


CLEVELAND-— The Cuyahoga County “Eagles” 
is a basketball team: with a. MINTS Tr erRcont, 
and some very special differences... ~~ 

The fecord-- three years of winning scores 
which include only one loss in 20 games, three con-, 
secutive years of winning their Regional Champion- 
ship, and the culminating victory. last season af 
emerging from the Columbus tournament as State 
Champs, 

The differences:- the league in which this team 
plays, and which includes teams from counties 
throughout Ohio, is sponsored by the Ohio Athletic 
Association for the Mentally Retarded. The 20 hustling 
young “Eagles” are boys with an 1.Q. below 50 who 
are enrolled in the 14 training locations run. by. the 
Cuyahoga County Board of Mental Retardation. 

Chosen competitively on the basis of skill and 
potential, the “Eagles” this season have a 16-game 
winning streak going for them,.As members of the 
North Region, they battle similar teams from Wayne, 
Medina, Summit, Lorain and Stark counties. Winner of 
the Regional Tournament, held last year in 
Youngstown and scheduled this year for_Cleveland-on 
March 18, will go on to play in the State Tournament. 

The games are played according to the official 
rules of the Ohio Athletic Association, although there 
are slight modifications to allow for differing levels of 
mental development and athletic ability among the 
participating teams..Coaches of the competing teams 
may decide together before the game what adjust- 
ments shall be made: for instance, the playing time of 
the quarter may be shortened, or violations may be 
eased up for one team. 

Two regular, O.A.A. certified referees officiate 
each game. These games are fast-paced and skillful, 
but again, there are slight differences to which the 
referees themselves must adjust: in this special league 
there is no “over and back" rule and there is no “3- 
second” rule in the key. Also, the-referees make an ef- 
fort to carefully explain an offense to a player when 
the whistle has been blown on an error. In this way the 
game is able to become an immediate learning ex- 
perience for a retarded youngster who may have dif- 


~ficulty_in_retaining knowledge of his.mistakes, 


In all cases, coaches are permitted to give ver- 
bal sidelines to help avoid potential confusion. This 
season some directions are being given by hand 
signals, since three of the “Eagles’"” 20 players are 
deaf--including the high-point scorer! 

Coach Jim Wasko and Assistant Coach Rufus 
McCorvey explain that although they concentrate their 
once-a-week practice sessions on basic action skills, 
such as dribbling, passing and shooting, the actual 
rules of the game are picked up by the boys more 
through playing than through explaining. Many of

Hasketboti-game, but are becoming seasoned par- 


ticipants due to an O.A.A. rule which states that all 
team members must be played in every game. 

The “Eagles’’ average about 66 points per 
game, compared to an average 29 points for their 
Regional opponents. They. practice-and play their. * 
home games in St. Ignatius’ gymnasium. 

AS in any basketball game, rooting the team on 
are six brightly outfitted cheerleaders--here again, 
retarded, Selected mainly for their verbatization ability 
by Cheerleading Coach Beedee Corbett, the girls 
learn their dances and cheers through repetition. Ms. 
Corbett directs her girls from the sidelines as they go 
though any of their-15 different cheers. 

Outfitted Pep Squads, consisting of four girls 
picked from each of the country’s schools, back up 
the cheerleaders with pompom and volume. Physical 
education staff members teach the team cheers to all 
girls, and then choose four different girls each home 
game to make up the squad. 

The experience of athletic particiapation-for-all 
these retarded youngsters offers them not only the 
fund and excitement of competition, byt also a chance 
to work together and develop a spirit of team 
cooperation. f 

For the retarded especially, physical education 
activities develop skills that open doors to learning 
more complex and complicated skills of an intellectual 
nature.
